Louis Westchester Heights apart- 
ment project area a blighted dis- 
trict back to committee, where the 
bill is expected to die. The vote 
to recommit was oh motion of 
Alderman Alfred I. Harris, spon- 

~ ‘sor of the bill. 

The board voted to reconvene 
next Monday, instead of recessing 
for the summer as planned 
earlier, to consider the revised 
city budget. The new budget 
Was made necessary by loss of 
revenue from the earnings tax. 

In setting the date for the char- 
ter election for Aug. 1, the board} 
went against the recommendation 
of the freeholders, who had ur- 
gently requested a special elec- 
tion on the measure. 

Chadeayne’s Telegram. 

Chadeayne, in a telegram to 
President Charles E. Albanese of 
the board, said: 

“Tens of thousands of citizens 
voted to overhaul the city’s gov- 
ernment when they elected the 
Board of Freeholders. They now 
expect fair play for the new 
charter. F 

“They resent the attempt to 
stack the deck by holding the 
election Aug. 1.” 

Harris, explaining his motion 
to send the Westchester “blighted 
area’ bill back to committee, told 
reporters: “The Real _ Estate 
Board has set housing back 10 
years. I asked that the bill be 
recommitted because at the pres-, 
ent time it appears the Real Es- 
tate Board, in attempting to 
maintain a housing ‘shortage, has 
gotten enough publicity out to 
fool the people about the project. 

The aldermen also passed a bill 
to change the zoning of the 
northeast corner of Euclid avenue 
and Lindell boulevard from mul- 
tiple-family to commercial, to 
permit the Brown Shoe Co. to. 
erect a five-story $1,500,000 office | 
building. 

Other Bills Approved. 

Other bils passed by the board 
today: Changing the name of

WEEKEND ACCIDENT 
DEATHS REACH 374, 
HIGHWAYS JAMMED 


CHICAGO, July 3 (AP)—The 
nation’s weekend accidental death 
toll had climbed to 374 today as 
motorists took to highways for 
the July 4 celebration. 

The National Safety Council 
had said it would be the biggest 
four-day traffic jam in history 
and predicted that 385 would be 


killed before it ends, about mid-| 


night tomorrow. 

The council estimated that 36,- 
000,000 vehicles would be on the 
highways between 6 p.m. Friday 
and midnight Tuesday. But the 
homeward movement was. ex- 
pected to be spread over more 
time than the mass departures. 
Many had to return to their jobs 
today, while others will be free 
until Wednesday. 

Highway mishaps had caused 
252 deaths. There were 74 drown- 
ings, one fireworks fatality and 
48 from other’ miscellaneous 
causes. 

Missouri reported seven traffic 
deaths, Illinois 11 and Arkansas 
two. 

Twenty persons were injured; 
two seriously, yesterday when a 
Greyhound bus skidded and over- 
turned on a curve on U.S. Route 
23, 11 miles southeast of Bowling 
Green, O. 

Thirteen persons were injured 
Saturday night in a bus accident 
14 miles east of Battle Mountain, 
Nev. None was seriously hurt. 
The bus went off the road, over- 
turned down an embankment and 
landed on its side.

2. The Soviet Union and 
China are both permanent 
members. The Soviets, however, 
were absent from the meetings 
of June 25 and 27 and did not 
vote for either resolution. 
Moreover, China’s votes for the 
resolutions are invalid, because 
they were cast by a delegate of 
the Chinese Nationalist regime, 
whereas only the Communists 
have a right to represent China 
in the Council—or anywhere 
else, for that matter. 

The -Council’s resolutions thus 
lacked the votes of two of its 
permanent members and are, ac- 
cordingly, without effect, Mos- 
cow declares. 

United States Rejects Argument. 

The United States categorically 


rejects the Soviet argument, and/ 


most other U.N. members ap- 
parently share the American 
view, for a majority of them 
have indorsed the Security Coun- 
cil’s resolutions. 

There is no dispute as to the 
original meaning of the charter’s 
provisions for voting in the Se- 
curity Council. Article 27, which 
deals with this question, reads as 
follows: 

“1. Each member of the Se- 
curity Council shall have one 
vote. 

“2 Decisions of the Security 
Council on procedural matters 
shall’ be made by an affirma- 
tive vote of seven members. 

“3. Decisions by the Security 
Council on all other matters 
shall be made by an affirma- 
tive vote of seven members in- 
cluding the concurring votes of 
the permanent members; pro- 
vided that, in decisions under 
Chapter VI, and under para- 
graph 3 of Article 52, a party 
to a dispute shall abstain from 
voting.” 

(The last clause, referring to 
Chapter VI and paragraph 3 of 

Article 52, does not apply in the 
present case.) 
Meaning of Article. 

The original meaning of this 
language seems clear. There ap- 
parently is unanimous agreement 
that the Korean crisis is a sub- 
stantive issue, not a procedural 
one. It would appear at first sight, 
accordingly, that a favorable So- 
viet vote was necessary to vali- 


date the resolutions of June 25 | 


and 27. 

Article 27 sheds no light on the 
question whether China's votes 
were valid, but if Moscow is cor- 
rect in contending that a Soviet 
vote was necessary, then the reso- 
lutions are invalid no matter who 
cast the Chinese votes. 

There is no dispute as to the 
original meaning of Article 27. 
Washington agrees with Moscow 
on this point. 


The United States contends, | 


however, that practice and prece- 
dents since the Charter was 
written and adopted have modi- 
fied the original meaning, much 
as court interpretations and other 
developments have modified the 
meaning of the American Consti- 
tution since it was drafted. 
America also disputes with the 
Soviets on other grounds. 
Voluntarily Absent 
The Soviets were—and are — 
absent from the U. N. by their 
own choice, the United States 
asserts, and from this it goes on 
to make five further points: 

1. Secretary of State Dean 
Acheson advanced the general 
argument at his press confer- 
ence this week — as he had 
done on several previous occa- 
sions — that the “willful ab- 
sence” of a member cannot be 
allowed to paralyze the U. N. 

2. A formal State Depart- 
ment “brief” argues that Rus- 
sia’s absence from the Security 
Council is a violation of Arrti- 
cle 28 of the Charter. 

The Soviets, accordingly, do 
not “come into court with clean 
hands,” and therefore cannot 
invoke the Charter in their own 
behalf, it might be argued in 
equity, — the State De- 
partment “brief” does not ex- 
plicitly develop this point.

“This injunction is defeated,” 
the State Department “briet” 
declares, “if the absence of a 
representative of a permanent 
member is construed to have 
the effect of preventing all sub- 
stantive action by the Council.” 

3. The voluntary absence of 
a permanent member from the 
Security Council should be con- 
strued in quite another way, 
the State Department argues: 
It is “clearly analogous” to ab- 
stention from voting, and ab- 
stention by a permanent mem- 
ber does not invalidate a vote, 
not even a vote on a substan- 
tive question. 

“With respect to Article 27 
of the Charter dealing with Se- 
curity Council voting, it is pro- 
vided that substantive questions 
be decided by an “affirmation 
vote of seven members includ- 
ing the concurring votes of the 
permanent members,” the de- 
partment’s “brief” concedes. 


“By a long series of prece- 
dents, however, dating back to 
1946, the practice has been es- 
tablished whereby abstention 
by permanent members of the 
Council does not constitute a 
veto,” the “brief” goes on. 


“In short, prior to the Soviet 
allegations, every member of 
the United Nations, including 
the U.S.S.R., accepted as legal 
and binding decisions of the 
Security Council made without 
the concurrence, as expressed 
through an affirmative vote, of 
all permanent members of the 
Council.” 

4. The State Department lists 
14 resolutions on substantive 
matters which the Security 
Council has adopted in the past 
notwithstanding the fact that 
one or more permanent mem- 
bers of the Council abstained 
from voting on them. Neither 
the Soviets nor any other mem- 
ber has ever challenged the 
validity of these resolutions, 
the State Department declares. 

The Soviets themselves ab- 
stained from voting on 11 of 
these resolutions, according to 
the State Department, and 
France also abstained from vot- 
ing on one of these 1l. France 
and Britain both abstained on 
a twelfth resolution and Brit- 
ain alone on two others. 

Security Council resolutions 
thus clearly are valid despite 
abstentions by permanent mem- 
bers, the State Department as- 
serts, and this is just as true 
of the resolutions on the Korean 
crisis as. it is of the others 
which permanent members have 
refrained from voting on in the 
past. 

5. Finally, on the question of 
abstention, “no one of the ten 
members of the council par- 
ticipating in the meetings of 
June 25 and June 27 raised any 
question regarding the legality 
of the action—not even 
member who dissented on June 
27 (that is, Yugoslavia),”. the 
State Department “brief” points

Nine of the 11 Council members 
voted for the resolution of June 
25—the United States, Britain, 
France, China, Cuba, Ecuador, 
Egypt, India and Norway.

France, China, Cuba, Ecuador.and 
Norway. Yugoslavia voted against 
the resolution, and Egypt and 
India abstained because their 
delegates could not obtain instruc- 
tions from their governments in 
time for the balloting.

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Mighty Low Politics 

Just the minute Senator Johnson of Colorado 
returns to Washington, July 5, the capital news- 
paper correspondents should get the answer to 
this question: Why did he vote to reject Sumner 
T. Pike for reappointment to the Atomic Energy 
Commission? 

It was the Colorado Democrat's vote which 
tipped the scales among Senate members of the 
Joint Atomic Energy Committee of Congress. 
Four Republicans voted against Mr. Pike, the 
only member of the original five appointed in 
1946. Four Democrats voted to recommend the 
appointment. Senator Johnson, nominally a 
Democrat, voted with the four G.O.P. Senators, 
including his Colorado colleague, Eugene Milili- 
kin. 

Why did Senator Johnson vote No? 

Since he was away from Washington on an 
“inspection” trip in South America when the 
5-to-4 rejection was announced last week, Mr. 
Johnson either sent in his vote or left his opposi- 
tion behind in a proxy. If the latter, then he 
made up his mind against Commissioner Pike 
some time in advance.

Last Friday we said the committee's vote to 
reject smelled like politics, The smell gets 
stronger every day. Colorado has uranium de- 
posits. Did Democrat Johnson join Republican 
Millikin because they want more rapid develop- 
ment of these uranium deposits? 

Did they vote against Mr. Pike, who became 
the acting chairman of the AEC after David 
Lilienthal’s resignation, because they think the 
Commission has not been paying high enough 
prices for uranium? 

Did they vote the way they did because they 
want more federal money for certain of their 
constituents? 

The adverse vote of the four Republicans is 
understandable, though it is no credit to them. 
One of the four is Hickenlooper of Iowa, who 
is up for re-election. If he can go before his 
state and point out that all the original com- 
missioners haye been replaced, he can and will 
take credit for achieving a clean sweep. He 
will say events proved his charge of “incredible 
mismanagement.” He will capitalize, to the 
fullest possible, no matter how much the true 
situation has to be distorted.

As for the other Republicans, they are ready 
enough to help Senator Hickenlooper. They 
want him re-elected more than they want an 
experienced and progressive commissioner kept 
on the AEC. Some of them also may be in- 
fluenced by the dislike of Senator Brewster of 
Maine for Commissioner Pike. 

For Sumner Pike is a liberal Republican from 
Maine and Senator Brewster may fear that Mr. 
Pike might some day aspire to the Republican 
nomination for the Senate from the Pine Tree 
State. The widespread support in Maine for 
Senator Margaret Chase Smith, drafter of the 
Appeal to Conscience against McCarthyism, is 
evidence that Maine can like a progressive 
Senator. 

If there is any kind of a case against Commis- 
sioner Pike, let it be brought out into the open. 
So far as the record shows he is the kind of

Senator McCarthy’s $10,000 


People seem bored with McCarthyism. A 
Senate subcommittee has ended its investigation 
of Senator McCarthy's wild charges against the 
State Department. Nothing came of them. Yet 
McCarthy is still in the news, and perhaps 
should remain there a while longer. 

Senators investigating Lustron Corp. found 
that their colleague from Wisconsin took $10,000 
from that company for a booklet on housing. 
Carl Strandlund, head of the defunct prefabri- 
cated housing firm, confirms this. And it ap- 
pears that much of the material for MeCarthy’s 
pamphlet was prepared by the federal Housing 
and Home Finance Agency. 

Strandlund insists that McCarthy made no 
promises as to legislation, in return for the 
$10,000. But this can hardly be regarded as 
merely a case of author meets publisher. Lustron 
was interested in federal loans, and McCarthy 
was not only a . but vice chairman of 
the Senategiouse Committee on Housing.

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Two Struggles in Korea 

Two battles. are going on in Korea, and it is 
America’s lot to lead the free world in both of 
them. Not only must we mobilize the free world 
against an act of armed aggression; we must also 
see to it that the truth about this mobilization 
reaches the Korean people and the other peoples 
of Asia. 

Soviet propaganda follows the slogan, ““Hands 
off Korea,” and proclaims “non-intervention” as 
the policy of Moscow. It may be too early to 
assess the reports that warplanes bearing Soviet 
Russian insignia have been shot down in Korea, 
but.there is no question that Soviet materiel and 
months of Soviet training fueled the North Ko- 
rean attack. Asians must be told the truth: that 
the deceptive slogan of Soviet “non-intervention” 
masks a reckless policy of inciting Russia’ s 
ideological dupes to war. 


Soviet propaganda concentrates its fire on the. 


United States, accusing us of aggression and 
warmongering. The men in the Kremlin evi- 
dently felt that they could not lose by the 
Korean adventure. If we did not resist, they 
could tell Asia that Communist power was 
irresistible; and if we did, they could tell; Asia 
that American “imperialists” were invading Asia 
with military power. 

This propaganda offensive must be countered 
with the truth. The truth is that we are using 
military power only to restore a situation in 
which solutions of Asian problems can be worked 
out peacefully. The truth is that we are not 
alone; that British warships and Australian 


fighter planes are already taking part in the. 


operation; that we have behind us the support of 
the United Nations and the moral conviction of 
the entire free world, including the Asiatic key- 
stone of India. 

Militarily and otherwise, it is an extremely 
complex struggle that we are embarked upon. 
Aggression must be put down, yet every effort 
must be exerted to prevent the fire from spread- 
ing. Especially must we do everything possible 
to discourage the Chinese Communists from 
joining the fight. 

That, apparently, is the reason why our Gov- 
ernment gave a cool reception to Chiang Kai- 
shek’s offer to.send troops to Korea. Urgently 
as troops may be needed, to accept them from 
Chiang would invite retaliation from Mao Tge- 
tung.- We must make it clear, as we did in seek- 
ing to quarantine Formosa, that we are not in 
Korea to fight for Chiang. We are there to 
fight for the United Nations and the principle 
of peaceful settlements. 
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Hope for Arthritics, but — 

Armour & Company’s announcement that 
ACTH is being offered for sale to all hospitals 
approved by the American Medical Association 
is hopeful news for arthritics, whose symptoms 
the drug can relieve completely. Previously, 
ACTH had been available only to a few selected 
institutions. 

But, there is reason for hope only. The sad 
truth still is that only a relative handful of the 
7,500,000 Americans who suffer fronf arthritis 
can be treated with the drug, and then only for 
short periods. 

For one thing, the current source of the drug 
is the pituitary gland of hogs, and arthritis suf- 
ferers need to receive a dose each day. Even 
if every pituitary of every hog processed by 
American meat-packing plants could be saved, 
which is impossible, there still would be only 
enough ACTH to give less than half the 
arthritics one dose each year instead of each 
day, the company has estimated. 

Moreover, the drug has no lasting effects: 
when patients stop receiving it, their symptoms 
return. There are many problems of dosage 
still to be worked out, since researchers have 
discovered that ACTH in the wrong amount can 
produce serious complications. And the price, 
though sharply cut, is still sky-high at $100 
a gram. 

Thus far, use of ACTH has had to be limited 
principally to research. It looks as though that 
restriction will have to continue in force until 
scientists learn how to make it synthetically.

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Deutschland Ueber Alles” 


There was a bit of a stir among the allied 
occupation officials a month or so ago when it 
was proposed that Germans should again take 
up the singing of “Deutschland Ueber Alles.” 
The Associated Press, in a slightly scandalized 
tone, called the song “the former German im- 
perialist anthem.” 

So we are glad to record that Ludwig Baer 
has set the facts straight in a letter to The 
New York Times. “Deutschland Ucber Alles” 
was not the national anthem under the kaisers. 
The German imperialist hymn was “Heil Dir im 
Siegerkranz”—“Hail to You in the Victor's 
Wreath.” It was the Weimar Republic which 
by a decree of Social Democratic President Ebert 
on Aug. 11, 1922, proclaimed “Deutschland Ueber 
Alles” as the national anthem. The song, inci- 
dentally, was written by Hoffmann von Fallersle- 
ben, one of the leaders of the democratic revo- 
lution of 1848. Like that of our own “Star- 
Spangled Banner,” the music was borrowed. The 
tune is that of the old Austrian anthem. It 
was composed by Haydn. 

The song was not particularly popular with the 
Nazis. They preferred the “Horst Wessel Lied,” 
and later that even more arrogant guff about 
taking over the whole world. So Winston 
Churchill may have stood on even better ground 
than he realized when in a speech at Worcester 
he said “I was personally shocked when I saw 
that we were making a great fuss because some 
Germans started to sing the national anthem.” 
He thought the singing represented the spirit 
to be expected of “a great nation, however much 
it has been defeated.” 

For most of us, “Deutschland Ueber Alles” 
has war-connected connotations. So it is all 
the more reassuring to know that Mr. Churchill 
spoke up not for an imperialist or Nazi anthem, 
but for one which has at least respectable dem- 
ocratic sponsorship.

No Fifth Wage Round in 1950?

Wages are tied up for rest of year in industries which set pattern 
for labor negotiations, magazine says; predicts trend toward union 
demand for 18/2 cents hourly increase next year; notes new 
‘interest in dismissal pay to protect workers against mechanization.

There may nbt be a fifth round of post- 
war wage increases in 1950. It’s not that 
labor is any less militant; it’s simply that 
accidents of the calendar may rule it out. 
The employer who has kept in line with 
four pattern-making boosts in labor costs 
since 1945 may coast through this year. 


There were 14 months between the first- 
and second-reund. pattern-making settle- 
ments. Then another 
13 months until the 
third-round pattern 
was set. And then 
16 months before 
round four could be 
scored. In five years, 


the pattern - setting 


date has advanced 
from February to 
September. 

The Chrysler 
strike which ended oe 
recently and the John L. Lewis 
General Motors settlement are fourth 
round affairs for both companies. GM 
was tardy because it signed a two-year 
contract in May 1948, that couldn't be 
reopened. 

Bargaining in the electrical manufactur- 
ing industry is fourth-round business, too. 
But, as in the case of Chrysler. the out- 
come will affect few employers beyond the 
industry. 

John L. Lewis may, of course, make a 
fifth round of his own during 1950. But 
odds are against it. Even if he does— 
and wins new concessions—the terms are 
apt to be important to other industries 
only as a precedent, as his welfare-fund 
victory was in 1946. It took the unions 
in manufacturing three years to duplicate 
his p2onsion-winning feat. 

In autos and steel, where settlements 
have more immediate effects, labor costs 
are locked through the end of year. The 
earliest date for Wage boosts in the big 
steel mills under contract with the ClO 
is Dec. 31, 1950. 


Both Ford and Chrysler have contracts 

with wage reopening clauses. The new 
GM deal has no such provision. But 
Ford, which has the first reopening date. 
doesn't alter wages before Jan. 1, 1951, at 
the earliest. 
«Thus wages are tied tight in the im- 
portant pattern-making areas for the rest 
of the year. The industry that has closed 
fourth-round bargaining has a stable labor- 
cost situation for 1950. 


Significantly, union planning reflects 
this. In the past, it was possible by this 
time of year to forecast union demands 
fairly accurately. Now, estimates have to 
be almost wholly guesswork. 


If the profit rate fcr industry holds at 
present levels throughout the year, the 
unions will try their hardest to get a 
substantial wage hike in the fifth round. 


It looks now as though they will aim at_ 


matching the 1842 cent figure of the first 
round—which means they will probably 


. start off demanding scmething like a hike | 


of 25 or 30 cents. 

One “fringe” demand that is a large 
cost item and is sure to be pressed is 
dismissal pay. The Bureau of Labor Sta- 
tistics, analyzing 2000 union agreements, 
found that 8 per cent of them had a dis- 
missal-pay clause. This compares with 
only 5 per cent as late as 1944. 


Behind a union push for dismissal wages . 


is the specter of increasing technological 
unemployment. None of the big CIO or- 
ganizations fancy themselves in a King 
Canute role, commanding the tide of 
mechanization to roll back. Yet the 
steelworkers have had wildcat strikes over 
it. Severance-pay contracts are the only 
solution they have been able to think of. 


Beyond the economic demands, the 
stickiest issue of the fifth round is apt to 
be the union shop. The steel union is 
preparing for union-shop elections now. 
It expects to have balloting out of the 
way next October. Its hope is that it can 
go into its major negotiations next winter 
armed with Government-certified major- 
ities in favor of the union shop. 


The UAW has a union shop at Ford. It 
had a certification at Chrysler, but traded 
off the union-shop demand in the course 
of bargaining. It also had a certification 
at GM, but it settled for a modified ver- 
sion which may become 4 widely copied 


compromise in other areas. The GM com- 


promise leaves present employes either in 
or out of the union as they choose—but 
requires future hirees to become UAW 
members for a year. 


Whether the fifth round will be rela- 
tively peaceful or strife-filled. is anyone's 
guess. Yet one thing seems almost sure. 
If the unions really press hard on the 
orthodox union-shop demand, the next big 
bargaining cycle can be stormy. [If it is 
confined to economic issues, it’s not likely 
to make any new strike records.

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Democracy’s Special Task 
MODERN REPUBLIC: HOW THE VU. S. CAN MAIN- 

TAIN BOTH SECURITY AND FREEDOM, by Spencer 

Pinkham. (Corwin Publishing Co., 139 pgs., $2.59.) 

The struggle between Russian Commu- 
nism and American Democracy is a battle 
to the hilt, and up to now, the Commu- 
nists have a shade the better of it, ac- 
cording to this author. The contest is. 
based upon the fundamental proposition 
that human beings must have homes and 
jobs that will supply them with the neces- 
sities of life. Denied these essentials, men 
will sell their freedom for a mess of 
pottage. 

Communisr emphasizes economic se- 
curity while democracy stresses freedom. 
In Communist-controlled countries free- 
dom is associated with opulence. Hungry 
people care little whether the rulers of 
Russia are of the stripe of Genghis Khan 
or Sargon I, so long as they promise food 
and work. 

* * > 

Since Communism thrives on the decay 
of civilization, it maturally has had a 
windfall in Europe, where two wars re- 
duced the cities to rubble and left the 
people in abject misery. In Asia, where 
teeming millions have died of starvation 
and where neither freedom nor security 
is known, Communists are gaining con- 
verts in swarms. 

If democracy can put economic security 
and freedom in one package, it can sell 
it to the world, Spencer Pinkham believes, 
but it will take both. The Bolshevik revo- 
lution in Russia was engineered by a few 
on the promise of economic security 
through ownership of everything by every- 
It was opposed only by the upper. 
classes who possessed economic security,. 
and the have-nots won. 


A serious depression in the United 
States within the next few years would 
change the course of history, says this 
writer, and might inaugurate a decline of 
the West and a millennium of a totalitarian 
empire. If we lose the struggle, centuries 
may pass before the pendulum will again 
swing toward freedom and the dignity of 
the individual. 

Hitler gained power through hungry 
men, says Pinkham, who absolves the Ger- 
man people of blame for the Jewish po- 
groms or a desire for war. The Weimar 
Republic made a brave effort to give the 
nation a real democracy, but Germany's 
former enemies refused to forgive and de- 
serted Weimar when he needed financial 
help to save his nation. Hitler promised 
jobs and security which Weimar could not 
furnish and the people followed Hitler. 

- = 


A free capitalism in the United States 
no longer exists, writes Pinkham, and we 
cannot return to it. If democracy as a 
political concept of government is to sur- 
vive, it must be able to control its economy 
and as completely as totalitarianism, which’ 
has power to do it. 

To do this, he contends, regulationism 
must be continued and accelerated in the 
United States. It has been a national 
policy since shortly after the Civil War. 
The Interstate Commerce Act, passed in 
1887, was the first of the far-reaching 
regulatory laws. This act ‘socialized the 
railroads. While the transportation sys- 
tems remained under private control, their 
operation and use have been almost uni- 
versally regulated by the Government. 

Pinkham advocates strict regulation of 
industry and agricalture, in order to in- 
sure security for the people. No man will 
choose slavery if he can fave both se- 
curity and freedom, a goal which the 
United States must attain, if it is to 


survive.

Late Gothic Works by Flem- 
ish Master Bought for $4500 


and Put on View. 


Three late Gothic paintings on 
the Passion of Christ by Jan 
Provost of Flanders have been 
bought by the City Art Museum 
for $4500 and were placed on 
view today in Sculpture Court. 
They were executed about 1505. 
Titles are “Flagellation,” “Cru- 
cifixion” and “Descent From the 
Cross.” Museum Director Perry 
T. Rathbone described them as 
urbane in style, sincerely religious 
in feeling and illustrative of the 
fully developed narrative style of 
the period. 

The paintings, owned by the 
Tucher family of 
Germany, for 70 years, were ac- 
quired from Baron H. C. Tucher 
of Johannesburg, South Africa. 
Until the 1902 exhibition in 
Bruges, Belgium, the name of Jan 
Provost was unkpown in modern 
times. After that display, the art 
historian, Max J. Friedlaender, 
identified 63 paintings as the 
work of Provost. 

Subsequent research has shown 
Provost was born in Mons, Bel- 
gium, about 1462, spent his most 
productive years in »Bruges and 
met Albrecht Duerer, who ad- 
mired his work, and made two 
portrait drawings for him.

And the 
Latin coffee growers say that 
both estimates are unjust, since 
they are based on a comparison 
with prices so low as to make the 
comparison out of line with other 
commodity price changes. 


What gets the Latins so riled 
is the sharp contrast between 
United States preachments and 
United States practice. Senators 
who charge a plot to “rig” the 
coffee market are, themselves, 
working as hard as they can to 
keep the prices of American farm 
commodities at the highest pos- 
sible level. 


Tariffs on Chile’s Copper—

A 
proposal has been pushed to in- 
crease the tariff on Venezuelan 
crude oil from 10% cents to $1.05 
a barrel. This was backed in 
the first instance by independent 
oil producers in this country. 

They have been somewhat ap- 
peased by the fact that restric- 
tions on production are being 
taken off as a result of current 
demand. The pressure today 
comes from coal miners and coal- 
mine owners who argue that im- 
ported crude oil is supplanting 
coal in industry. 


Do Harm at Home. 


The flow of Venezuelan oil into 
this country has steadily increased 
since the war's end. In the first 
quarter of this year it was com- 
ing in at the rate of about 600,000 
barrels a day. 

In 1949 Venezuela had $679,- 
000,000 im dollar exchange to 
spend and most of it was spent 
in this country for automobiles, 
refrigerators and industrial ma- 
chinery—products made by high- 
ly paid American labor. Of this 
$679,000,000 in dollar exchange, 
97 per cent comes from the sale 
of crude oil. To cut into that 
supply of dollars will work harm 
both here and in Venezuela. 

To the thinking Latin American 
it must often appear that the 
Colossus of the North -is de- 
termined to keep the Latin na- 
tions in the status of colonial sup- 
pliers of raw materials. The in- 
sult added to this injury comes 
when our politicians try to force 
down the prices of those raw ma- 
terials or even exclude them al- 
together except when they are 
desperately needed in wartime.

Townfolks Paid 90th yt nies to Ex-Slave Who Cooked at Their Parties

MEXICO, Mo., July 3. 

T was like a jubilee in Mexico 
| when Martha Scott Johnson had 

her ninetieth birthday. Though 
it had not been officially pro- 
claimed as such, it was “Martha 
day,” as there was every reason 
for it to be. Martha Scott John- 
son, although she was born in 
slavery, had been queen of the 
kitchen for’ more than 50 years at 
the tewn’s social events. For all 
that time she had ruled her realm 
with nobody to dispute her sway. 
So on her ninetieth birthday she 
was “at home” to her friends. 
They flocked to her little white 
house to pay homage and it was 
a very happy day for Martha. 


Martha is an example of what 
a person can do by concentrating. 
In her earlier married life, be- 
cause hér husband's health was 
poor and he couldn’t do much 
work, she took in washings from 
the white folks and on occasion 
doubled in cooking. One of her 
employers, the late Mrs. R. M. 


White, told her she should con-' 


centrate on one or-the other and 
not try to be both washwoman 
and cook. 

Because she was a good cook 


even then, and knew it, Martha- 


decided that she would be a cook 
and let others take in the wash- 
ings. Not right at once. Cooking 
might not bring in enough. Grad- 
ually, though, she put aside the 
washtubs and concentrated on the 
pots and pans. 

Mrs. White helped a lot. She 
told her friends about ‘what a 
wonderful cook Martha was and 
they hired her to cook and serve 
at their parties. That would be 
better than hiring out, Mrs, 


White told her, and she agreed, . 


for she had her husband and chil- 
dren to look after. 

Martha had no misgivings about 
her cooking because her mother 
had taught her well, but serving 
was something else. Catering 
it was called. So, in a way of 
speaking, she went to college. 
Harding Gollege had a domestic 
science department. Miss Linnie 
Allison was tie teacher. Martha 
went to her and told her how it 
was. Miss Allison was an under- 
standing person. She told Martha 
to come right along to school, not 
exactly as a student but as her paid 
assistant at 25 cents a day plus 
instruction in how to serve a 
party and catering generally.

N the orient they call Korea 
[tne land of the morning calm.” 

But even in peaceful 1946, 
when American troops occupied 
part of the peninsula to prop up 
the newborn southern republic, 
G.I.s couldn’t see anything idyllic 
about Korean mornings or, for 
that matter, about anything Ko- 
rean with the possible exception 
of the rugged mountains and 
their virgin hunting and fishing 
grounds. 

To Western eyes Korea is a 
land where life is cheap, dirt 
and superstition a bound—and 
many customs:-border on the bar- 
barous. 

Take the matter of the dogs, 
for instance, Pet-loving Amer- 
icans soon found that there were 
almost none to be seen. It seemed 
that canines, especially young 
ones, were deemed delicacies. 
Some families would hang a live 
puppy by the tail and gather 
around to beat it to death with 
sticks just in time for dinner. 


When G.I.s wrote home that 
Korea “stinks” they were not 
speaking figuratively. The en- 
tire country does not have a sin- 
gle modern sewer. Even in a 
modern metropolis like Seoul 
(rhymes with filet of sole) the 
fashionable Banto Hotel is 
equipped with nothing but a cess- 
pool where convoys of “honey 
carts” pick up the sewage, drive 
it leisurely through town into the 
rice paddies where it is distrib- 
uted as fertilizer. 

“I think I'll go to the city and 
get a breath of fresh air,” the 
disgusted soldiers used to say in 
their field barracks. 

Deadly disease naturally thrives 
in the stench. Untjl the Jap- 
anese _ introduced vaccination 
against smallpox Korean parents 
never included a new baby in the 
inventory of their vast family un- 
til it had survived that terrible 
illness. Dysentery and typhoid 
fever are common. 

In the summer of 1946 South- 
ern Korea was swept by a cholera 
epidemic. Thanks to United States 
Army sanitation, not a single G.I. 
caught the disease. But some 10,- 
000 Koreans did and perhaps half 
that number died. Men like Dr. 
David Talmage, then with the 
United States Medical Corps and 
now an intern at Barnes Hospital, 


stumped the grassroots and told 
natives to boil their water and 
stop eating their fish raw.

K iareely because they admire 
everything American and be- 
cause the appearance of men like 
Dr. Talmage indicated they were 
not afraid of the evil spirits that

northeastern tip a scant 100 miles 
from the Russian port of Viadivos- 
tock, winter temperatures some- 
times descend to 40 degrees below 
zero and rivers carry street traf- 
fic. 

Except for his garb, the average 
Korean couldn’t be told apart by 
untutored eyes from the hated 
Japs who dominated his country 
from 1905 until they were bundled 
off and repatriated in 1946. The 
Korean is sturdy and lifts as 
much as a cord of wood in an 
A-shaped frame strapped to his 
back. When G.I.s in jeeps had 
flats and no jacks to lift their 
crippled vehicle a few Koreans 
would always oblige, and the na- 
tives expect their animals to per- 
form even more prodigious physi- 
cal feats.

A 
Keisang girl is to Korea what a 
geisha girl is to Japan. She is a 
professional entertainer, not a 
prostitute. Prostitutes are called 
Keizo girls. The morals of girls 
in the workaday world may be 
gauged, however, by one Army 
survey which examined 10,000 
gadabouts and found that some 
75 per cent had had one or more 
venereal diseases. Only about 100 
American soldiers married native 
girls. 

Respectable women normally 
are burdened by a brood of chil- 
dren. The typical homebody may 
give birth to five or six children 
who are stillborn or die in in- 
fancy. She will also have five or 
six living youngsters who are 
nursed wherever the mother’s or 
baby’s fancy strikes. There are 
no diapers or diaper-substitutes.

The Korean is politically mind- 
ed and individualistic in his out- 
look.

His political tem- 
perament is volcanic and his 
nation has sometimes been called 
the “Ireland of the Orient.”

But if a Korean was 
taken to the hospital and it looked 
as if he might die, anxious rela- 
tives would come to take him 
home again. 

Custom dictated that it was 
very bad to die away from home. 
If you did, your spirit might 
leave your body. Then, when the 
spiritless body was returned to 
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the streets, expire at the curb and 
remain there for hours or days. 

Funeral processions are color- 
ful affairs featuring flags and 
fireworks. Some observers sus- 
pect that a good deal of imbibing 
goes’ with such an affair. There 
is little weeping among the fam- 
ily of the deceased. This is the 
function of professional mourn- 
ers who are hired and appear for 
the occasion in their work clothes 
of somber sackcloth. : 

Overpopulation is Korea’s curse. 
The country’s total area is only 
slightly larger than the state of 
Minnesota but its population num- 
bers 30,000,000—ten times Minne- 
sota’s—and much of the country- 
side is too wild to be suited for 
agriculture.

Spruce Up 
Pot Roast 
With Spices 


By Edith M. Barber 


éé Y family loves meat. All 
Me: them would like to 
expensive roasts, 
steaks or pe every day, but 
the budget just won't stand it. 
They seem to like pot roasts 
when they have them away from 
home but I don't seem to be able 
to suit them. What about some 
suggestions in your column? 
Some families are like that and 
I must admit that there is nothing 
that can be so poor as a pot 
roast. At the same time, there 
is nothing that can be better. One 
of the best ways to treat an in- 
expensive cut of beef, veal or 
lamb is to let it soak in a “mar- 
inade” which may be a combina- 
tion of salad oil, onion, garlic and 
herbs, or it may just be a highly 
seasoned vinegar or wine. If 
you're not too fond of the intense 
garlic flavor, remove the clove 
before cooking. The meat may be 
browned in the marinade if it 
contains fat, or with extra fat 
and then cooked slowly in a tight- 
ly covered utensil until very ten- 
der. Cooking may be done on top 
of the stove or in the oven. 
The marinade will furnish a 
base for a sauce or a gravy and 
as an extra touch, a little sour 
cream may be added if you like. 
Certain herbs seem to blend bet- 
ter with certain meats than do 
other, but of course, these can 
be varied to suit your own taste. 
The recipes published today are 
from “The Spice Sampler” by 
Edith M. Barber, whose name you 
may know.
